must bo aided by the elements—frost, 
heat and tnoibture, and in harmony 
With their favorable eflect, thxt is, the 
soil worked only when it receives no 
harm, and in a condition to dome the 
gieatest benelit. 


Making mortar ol land (working it 


when wet) injures it, however good it 
may have been, especiall} in spring 
with olay soil, and tho greater the pro- 
portion of clay, the worse for the land 
Frost here is a conditional remedy 
It 


is an advantage wheio the ground in 
tho tall is set up with tho plow rough- 
ening tho stnfaco so as to secure tho 
gieatpst exposuie to tho atmosphere,

the columns ot your paper to say a few 
words about taxes. They that dance 
must pay the fiddler, and those who own 
property in a growing, pushing and pros- 
perous city like Deoatur must pay taxes. 
A stranger hearing that our tax rate is 
five dollars and sixty-three cents on each 
one hundred dollars ot assessed value, 
would naturally be led to think that we 
pay an uncommonly high tax; while the 
truth is we do not pay quite one and one- 
half per cent, on the cash value of our 
property, A house and lot worth six 
hundred dollars pays about eight dollars 
tax, and property worth twelve hundred 
dollars about sixteen dollars tax, A 
house nnd lot like Isaac Shellabarger's, 
worth twenty thousand dollars, pays in 
the same proportion, about three hundred 
dollars. Now when we take into consid- 
eration that the schools of Deoatur are 
the best in the state, and that we are 
better supplied with good, substantial 
school houses than any other city of 
sixteen thousand people in Illinois, and 
that our city debt does not amount to one 
per cent, of cash value of the property, 
we are led to the conclusion that our 
taxes are not so very big. There will be 
no necessity of increasing the levy this 
year, for the water works will certainly 
be self-supporting, and the liquor licenses 
will pay the police.
